Camp Snowline draws its enrolled 
personnel from Sacramento, San Joa- 
quin, El Dorado, Calaveras and Ama- 
dor Counties. These counties furnish 
approximately the following number 
of young men each six months: El 
Dorado, 4; Calaveras, 4; Amador, 2 
San Joaquin, 45, and Sacramento, 4- 
bout 20. The normal full strength of 
this camp is about 159 men, but it has 
contained nearly 200 at times, and it 
is possible that by January, 1938, the 
company may be built up to a 20U-man 
strength. 

The age limits of Junior CCC Com- 
panies such as Snowline are now be- 
tween 17 and 23. In the past a num- 
ber of older men were usually carried 
with the company, but in a re-organ- 
ization of the CCC September 30, 1937, 
these oldsters were released and no 
further enrollment of such men is now 
allowed. Next enrollment is October 
20, 1937.

SACRAMENTO—Allocations of $91,- 
| 447,259.75 to cities and counties as 
| their share of liquor fees for licenses 
issued during the first six months of 
| 1937, was announced today by R. E. 
| Collins, chairman of the state board of 
\ | equalization. 


The allocation represents 50 pez 
“cent of the total feet earned during 
| the first half of the year, totaling $2,- 
' 894,519.51, the states share of which 
goes into the general fund. 


On the basis of actual licenses is- 
sued, El] Dorado County will receive 
ia total of $3,591.87, of which $2,933.12 
will go to the unincorporated areas 
) and $658.75 to Placerville. 

The change in the law to provide for 
allocations twice a year instead of an- 
nually was made at the request of 
|memibers of the board of equalization 
/so that these funds would not remain 
| idle for such a long period. Payments 
;of the various allocations will be made 
in the near future, officials said. 

In pointing out that these funds are 
collected entirely by the state and re- 
present income derived exclusively 
from liquor licenses, Collins called at- 
tention to a recent opinion of At- 
/torney General U. S. Webb in which 
it was held that a proper expenditure 
of this money would be the fuifilling 
of the obligation imposed upon cities | 
;and counties by section 66.5 of the Al- 
,/coholic Beverage Control Act which | 
provides as follows: 

“It is hereby made the duty of every 
| peace officer and every district attor- 
ney in this state to enforce the pro- 
visions of this act, and to inform 
/against and diligently prosecute per- 
sons whom they have reasonable cause 
to believe offenders against the provi- 
sions hereof. Every such officer re- 
fusing or neglacting to do so is guilty 
of a misdemeanor.”

Garter Snake Accused 
As Fish Killer 


LANSING, Mich., (lP)—Research as- 
sistants studying fist predators have 
exposed two “villians” generally be- 
lieved to be harmless. 

They are the gartersnake, long re- 
nowned as a killer of injurious in- 
sects, and the painted turtle, known 
as a destroyer of mosquito larvae. 

Students’ observations indicate that 
the gartersnake may be as great a lia- 
bility near a hatchery or trout stream 
as a watersnake and that the painted 
turtle is as much an enemy of young 
fish as the leatherback, Blanding’s, 
and stinkpot turtles. 

Directors of the research project em- |

Train Your Eyebrows in 
Natural, Graceful Arch 


; By JACQUELINE HUNT 


O SELF-IMPROVEMENT pro- 
gram is complete until you 
take a look at your eyebrows and 
see what you can do to improve 
them. They are the most impor- 
tant accent to 
your face, but 
frequently you 
abuse them. 
: To be lovely 
they should be 
properly pro- 
portioned, silky 
and healthy in 
appearance. 
They should be 
i shaped toa 
clean, even 
line. Be sure 
you havea 
good pair of 
tweezers with 
a firm grip. If 
vour eyebrows are quite thick and 
wide and you feel that a narrower 
line would look better, thin them 
from under the arch. On the top 
s:de of the natural arch, merely 
pluck away any stragglers. Avoid 
an unnatural line that does not 
belong with the planes and con- 
tours of your face. Even Garbo 
and Dietrich are letting their ex- 
otic eyebrows grow into something 
that approaches a natural line. 

Brushing every night and an ap- 
plication of oil or petroleum jelly 
will encourage the growth of your 
brows and lashes and will give 
them a lovely natural luster. When 
your brows are naturally healthy 
and lovely, you can experiment 
with eye make-up to make this 
feature even more alluring. 

A touch of make-up deftly ap- 
plied makes the eyelashes seem 
longer and darker and gives more 
accent to the brows. The eyes then 
appear larger, deeper and more 
expressive. A delicate blending of 
eye shadow in one of the exotic 
new iridescent colors helps to make

even a plain face more appealing 
and romantic. 

Choose shades of eye make-up 
that harmonize with the color of 
the eyes. If your eyes are blue, an 
iridescent blue shadow will make 
them seem darker and lovelier; 
blue-green eye shadow is flattering 
both to hazel and brown eyes, but 
the truly black-eyed girl should 
use a blue-violet shade; green 
shadow is best for green eyes. 

Placing the eye shadow is nearly 
as important as choosing the right 
shade. 

If the eyes are close together, 
carry the shadow out towards the 
temples. Do not use any near the 
inner corners of the lids. 

To make the eyes appear more 
langorous, concentrate the shadow 
near the lashes, blending lightly 
over the rest of the eyelid. Taper 
off to a thin edge of color before 
reaching the eyebrows. And blend 
out beyond the corners of the eyes 
to add length. 

If the eyes are so far apart as to 
be conspicuous. you can make 
them appear more nicely propor- 
tioned by accenting the inner part 
of the eyebrows with eyebrow pen- 
cil, and by shading the part of the 
lids near the nose. Carry the color 
out along the lashes, but only part 
of the way across the lids farther 
up. 
For deepset eyes, put your eye 
shadow high near the eyebrows in- 
stead of along the lashes. Soft, 
grayed shades of eye shadow are 
best. 

For eyes that bulge, on the other 
hand. apply shadow near the 
lashes and use a different color 
near the eyebrows and out toward 
the temples. 

Eyes with droopy lids become 
mysterious and lovely if you blend 
your shadow near the lashes and 
upward and out from the center of 
the eyelid all the way to the ends 
of the eyebrows.

“MISSING LINK” FOUND 
IN UTAH CAVE, SAY 
SCIENTISTS 


WASHINGTON, (lP—The discovery 
of an American “missing link” is an 
almost forgotten cave near Great Salt 
Lake was announced today by Dr. 
Julian H. Steward, Smithsonian In- 
stitute archeologist. 


The primitive skeleton may be the 
oldest ever found on this continent, 
Steward said in a Smithsonian report. 
The remains were those of a youngster 
less than a year old whose body was 
buried in the graven of the cave from 
5000 to 12,000 years ago, he said. 

The bones were so immature that 
even modern experts couid not as- 
certain the sex of the baby. 

The skeleton is a true “missing 
link” in that it fills a blank in the 
history of America aboue which arch- 
eciogists previousiy have always had 
to guess. It represents a culture be- 
tween the basket makers, the last peo- 
ples of which science has a fairly com- 
plete picture, and the so-called Folsom 
men. 


Folsom men, the oldest knuwn Amer- 
icans, are noted for their unique 
double chipped arrow heads Despite 
a decade of the most vigorous search- 
ing, scentists have been umable to 
find any of their skeletons.
